Washington, Aug. 20. _ 

Multi-m i llionaire 
Howard Hughes, whose 
Huges Tool Co. owns 
74 per cent of Trans 
World Airlines, — ap- 
parently has decided “to 
make TWA his: No. 1 
activity and interest,” 
Wayne W. Parrish,: pre- 
sident and publisher, 
reports in the lead 
article in the August 12 
issue. of American 
Aviation magazine. 

Parrish sald the impact of 
Hughes’ decision, made after 
years of sporndic interest in 
TWA, will be sharply felt both 
domestically and international- 
ly. Recounting the progress 
TWA hos made under new 
president Carter Burgess this 
year, the article states: 

“But at some time’ within the 
past six months Howard
